RODGERS HAILED 
AS FLIGHT HERO 


‘Aviators Heard Radio- 


grams Telling How Res- | 


cue Parties Were Ready 
To Give Up Search. 


Honolulu, September 11.—(/)— 
America’s air pioneers, John Rodgers 
and his crew. completed § their San 
Francisco-Pearl Harbor journey to- 
night, entering Pearl Harbor aboard 
the destroyer MacDonough, while the 
whistles of navy and commercial ves- 
sels gathered there screamed a rau- 
cous welcome, 


Liuhu, Island of Kauai, T. H., Sep- 
tember 11.—Five aviators, exhausted 
by a nine-day mid-ocean battle with 
fate, rested here today while the 
world waited for the details of an un- 
finished flight which now is history— 
the attempted non-stop hop from San 
Francisco to Honolulu. 

Their greeting in Hawaii was not 
the one planned for them. Had they 
completed their scheduled flight, they 
would have landed on the waters of 
Pearl Harbor, escorted by airplanes 
Rent out to greet them, and would 
have received the plaudits of the thou- 


sands of Honoluluans who had plan- | 


ned to see the finish of the flight. 

Instead, towed by the submarine 
R-4, the fliers sloshed ashore only an 
hour before midnight at Nawiliwili 
harbor, with only a comparatively 
few to meet them. 

Afloat For Hours. 

Technically, the’ flight was com- 
pleted, for the five men™lid not leave 
their seaplane until it /grounded on 
this island. They had been afloat 
218 hours when rescued. 

Rest and undisturbed sleep was the 
first need of the quintet. They were 
taken to the little hotel here and for 
an hour kept busy answering ques- 
tions. Then navy physicians 
vened, gave them sleeping potions and 
ordered them to bed. Navy guards 
Were posted outside the hotel, and 
the aviators were allowed to -elax 


completely for the first time since | 


they left San Francisco, August 31. 
The five men came through thei: 

ordeal in remarkably good shape. 

Some traces of the tension under which 


they had lived for the past ten days 
were apparent, but physicians who ex- 
amined them were confident that rest 
and quiet would bring complete re- 
covery. For that reason, the avia- 


tors were directed to go at once to the |

Salvage Plane ‘Intact. 

The PN-9, No. 1, the seaplane which 
eaxrried the fliers 1,800 miles through 
the air and some S00 miles on 
surface of the ocean, probably will be 
salvaged almost intact.

@di that the big ship had not been dam- 
aged. The motors. stopped only be- 
cause there was no more fuel for 
them.

11.—Sweeping forward under the eye!

Sharp fighting is developing here 
and there along the lengthening battle 
line. At Askar the Riffians held a 
former French post, and they refused 
to give it up until prodded out by 
French bayonets.

State Delegation Reach- 
es Agreement With Bu- 
reau of Public Roads 
at Washington. 


COUNTIES TO GET 
MONEY AT ONCE 


Highway Department 
Will Use $352,000 To Re- 
lieve Unemployment in 
Stricken Region. 


Washington, September 11.—(Spe- 
cial,)—The bureau of public roads 
has agreed to let the Georgia highway 
commission use $352,000 out of re- 
serve road funds, between now and 
January 1, so that a highway program 
can be carried out in the state now, 
during the drouth, while teams are 
available for the work, instead of 
waiting until next year when regular 
allotments of federal highway funds 
become available. 

This agreement was worked out 
Friday at a meeting of officials of 
the Georgia Highway commission, 
with the bureau of public roads, which 
was attended also by several mem- 
bers of congress from the state. This 
amount is half of $704,000 temporar- 
ily committed to the counties, but 
not spent, and its advance depends 
upon an equal contribution from the 
counties where the work is to be done, 
as provided by law. It will be repaid 
out of funds allocated for the future. 

Holder Is Gratified. 

Chairman John N. Holder, of the 
commission, expressed’ satisfaction 
with the arrangement, and said that 
the commission, upon its return to 
Georgia, would make a survey to de- 
termine in what counties the projects 
would be developed, at this time with 
this advance. 3

I started 
to write a message which would give 
her some clue to our whereabouts, but 
just then the gasoline gave out. 
engines stopped simultaneously and 
we started to glide from about S800 
feet. 


Made Beautiful Landing. 


Lieutenant Connell, who had 
contacts, made a beautiful landing in 
the heavy swells, both engines being 
dead and baving no power. Due to 
total expenditure of gasoline, we could 
not use radio and were, therefore, out 
of communication at twilight. I de- 
termined our position to be 50 miles 
i}north of the Aroostook station. We 
rigged a radio antennae on the plane 
and received without much diffieulty 
everything that was in the air. We 
sailed before the wind, endeavoring 
to work the plane in toward the Ha- 
waiian islands, hoping to make Oahu.

MAN WHO KILLED 
BROTHER TO DIE 
IN ELECTRIC CHAIR 


Columbus, Ga., September 11.—R 
G. Curington, of Junction City. today 
was found guilty of murder in Talbot 
superior court at Talbotton, in con- 
nection with the slaying of his broth- 
er, H. H. Curington, several months 
ago and tomorrow he will be sentenced 
to die in the electric chair.

FIGHTING ATITUDE 
TOWARD MITCHELL 
ASSUMED BY NAVY 


Moffett Issues Statement 
Branding Charges as 
False and Slanderous to 
Department Personnel. 


COOLIDGE TO KEEP 
HANDS-OFF POLICY 


Washington, September 11.—/) 
President Coolidge expects to await 
developments in the war depart- 
ment’s investigation of aircraft 
charges made by Colonel William 
Mitchell at San Antonio and not 
personally intervene until the in- 
quiry now under way is completed. 

The president has been informed 
that the facts are to be established 
by the war department, and it is his 
understanding that when the in- 
guiry is concluded such action will 
be taken as is required by ermy 
regulations. 


Washington, September 11.—The 
navy has assumed a fighting attitude 
regarding the charges of Colonel Wil- 
liam Mitchell, now that the atmos- 
phere has been cleared somewhat by 
discovery of the PN-9, No. 1, upon 
whose loss a portion of the fiery air 
officer’s charges are based. 

This spirit is indicated in a bris- 
tling statement issued Friday by Rear 
Admiral William A. Moffett, chief of 
the bureau of aeronautics, whose 
views are shared generally by veteran. 
officers of the navy. Without men- 
tioning Mitchell, Moffett said that 
charges made recently against the 
navy and its administration of naval 
aviation are “false and a slander on 
its personnel.” 

“Now that we have buried the 
Shenandoah’s dead and Commander 
Rodgers and his men have been 
found,” Moffett said, “I wish to go on 
record by saying that charges recently 
made against the navy and its admin- 
istration of naval aviation are false 
and a slander on its personnel, 

“IT am ready to disprove these 
charges by testimony under oath. It 
is no longer a question as to aviation 
and the best weapons for national de- 
fense, but whether truth, honor, loy- 
alty and respect for constituted au- 
thority shall prevail.” 

That is the extent of Moffett’s 
statement. Brief and direct, its issu- 
ance was welcomed by veteran navy 
officers. Moffett made it after con- 


ference with Secretary of the Navg 
Wilbur. While Wilbur has frowned 
upon another aircraft investigation, 
believing that sufficient inquiry into 
the subject has been made already, 
this statement gives an indication of 
the attitude the department will take 
in the event another probe is made, 
as it undoubtedly will by congress. 
Acting Secretary of War Davis has 
suggested an investigation by an inde- 
pendent board of inquiry. Despite 
Wilbur’s opposition, Davis said Fri- 
day that he still believed that such an 
investigation should be made.

General Harris Leading 
in Votes When He An- 
nounces Refusal To Ac- 
cept Post If Elected. 


SNELLING WILL ACT, 
UNTIL NEXT JUNE 


Committee Named to In- 
vestigate Chancellorship 
at Last Meeting Is Con- 
tinued in Power. 


University of Georgia, late Friday 
night was elected acting chancellor 
until June at a meeting of the uni- 
versity trustees held in the supreme 
court room, after General Walter A. 
Harris, of Macon, had declined over 
long distance telephone to accept the 
nomination. 

In every one of five ballots taken 
Friday afternoon General Harris led 
all other candidates by a large num- 
ber of votes, though not securing. the 
necessary 19 for election. There was 
some uncertainty as to whether he 
would accept if elected, and after the 
fifth ballot, the board adjourned un- 
til 8 o'clock at night. 

Declines to Accept. 

During the recess General Harris 
was reached by long distance tele 
phone and stated positively that he 
could not accept the chancellorship. 
Upon reconvening at 8 o'clock the 
board immediately decided to name an 
acting chancellor until June, 1926, 
and selected Dean Snelling to the of- 
fice to suceeed Chancellor David O, 
Barrow, resigned. 

Dean Snelling will receive the same 
compensation that the chancellor 
would be paid. He has been con- 
nected with the university for the past 
37 years and has been dean for a 
number of years. He came to Georgia 
from Virginia, where he graduated 
from Virginia Military institute. 

Dean Snelling succeeds David C, 
Barrow as the head of the’ university, 
Chancellor- Barrow resigned some time 
ago and has been elected chancellor 
emeritus of the university. 

Dr. Edwin Alderman, president of 
the University of Virginia, was ten- 
dered the chancellorship at a recent 
meeting of the board, but refused to 
accept. 

At the meeting of the trustees Fri- 
day it was decided that the committee 
elected last June to investigate the 
chaneellorship be continued until 
June. Members of the committee are 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley, Colonel W,. 
EK. Simmons, Judge Peter W. Mel- 
drim and James B. Nevin. 

Assumes Duties At Once. 
Dean Snelling is to assume the dus 


ties of chancellor, beginning imme- 
diately, with the start of the 1925-26 
term of the university. 

There were five nominees for the 
chancellorship—General Harris, Dr. 
A. M. Soule, president of the State 
College of Agriculture, Dean Snelling, 
Professor Sanford and L. W. Branch, 
Quitman attorney. These were bal- 
loted upon during the afternoon ses- 
S10n. 

Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the 
United States court for the northern 
district of Georgia, was nominated 
for the chancellorship early in the 
afternoon, but declined to con- 
sidered as a candidate. It was ap- 
parent from the first that there was 


'a strong effort to elect Judge Sibley, 


had he consented, he probably 
would have been made chancellor. 
However, he made it clear that he 
would not give up the judgeship. 

In spite of Judge Sibley’s refusal 
to be considered, however. three votes 
were cast for him in the balloting 
against his protest.

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The last gurgle as the waves of the 
lake at Lakewood park close over the 
sinking Lusitania tonight will bring 
to an end the brilliant three-day mili- 
tary and naval spectacle presented by 
Argonne post, No. 1, American legion. 

With another huge crowd in attend- 
ance Friday night, the American 
troops once more fought, bled, and 
died, as their gallant comrades 
stormed the heights to capture Cor- 
nay, that highly important position 
which was the strategical key needed 
by the allies to assure success of their 
final drive in the Meuse-Argonne of- 
fensive. 

Tonight, starting at 8 o’eclock, At- 
lantans will be offered an attraction 
of a different nature from anything 
ever shown here. In reproducing the 
sinking of the Lusitania—which, it will 
be remembered, precipitated America’s 
entry in the world war—and the great 
naval battle of Jutland, the legion has 
spared no expense to add to reality of 
the scenes and to assure a faithful 
reenactment of the tragedy. 

S* ships, on real water, manned 
by real men firing real guns, will take 
part in the fight, showing something 
of the strategy used in naval welfare. 
Actual sinking and destruction of the 
ships will make the battle realistic 
in every detail. 

Smoke screens will be used, with 
flashing of big guns splitting the dark- 
ness, and then “the spectators will be 
able to see the ships emerge from the 
smoke, engage in a terrific gun battle, 


and some will sink or run up the white 
flag of surrender before the victors 


; stage their parade.

The sinking of the Lusitania, while 
possibly less thrilling, will be no less 
impressive. The giant liner will be 
seen steaming along : the submarine 
will appear on the surface. while the 
commander reconnoiters; it will slip 
under water again, and the torpedo 


1; will be dispatched on its merciless er- 


rand of death, even as it actually hap- 
pened seven years ago. As a climax, 
the ship slowly sinks, with unutterable 
scenes of horror and pathos as many

HAILED AS GREATEST DISC over OF AGE 


Sikoved Part of ‘Pearl Burial’ 


Chillicothe, Ohio, September 11.— 
(/)—Preparations were made today 
for the removal of what are believed 


to be the bodies of a royal family of 
the ancient mound dwellers discovered 

esterday in a charnel house in the 

ricer Mound in the Seip group, near 
Bainbridge, Obio. The bodies were 
found wrapped in strands of pearis 
of extraordinary size and perfection in 
addition to having an unusual quan- 
tity of ornaments of copper, silver 
and tortoise. Helmets of copper, cov- 
ered the heads of two. 

Curator Harry C. Shetrone and di- 
rector C. W. Mills. of the Ohio ar- 
chaelogical and historical museum 
and Girard Fowks, world-famous 
mound explorer, were present when 
the find was unearthed 

*l'o my mind, this is the great Pearl 
burial.” said Professor Shetrone, com- 
menting on the invaluable discovery. 

As to the presence of the four hod- 
jes together, it does not seem that they 
all died at once. It was a custom 
among the historic*tribes of which we 
have record to place their dead in 
a temporary charnel house, or upon 
a ecaffold and then at some time, 
usually once a year, observe the feast 
of the dead. and place all the bodies 
at once in the mound with the great 
ceremonies. 

“On one of the skeletons was found 
a copper helmet carved in intricate de- 
sign. The ‘nose of the skeleton was 
made of copper. These people had 
grent knowledge of human anatomy 
and knew that the cartilage in the nose 
decomposed first so they inlaid the 
nose with copper that the warrior 
might not have to enter the Happy 
Hunting Grounds noseless.” 

The four bedies lay side by side 
{in the charnel house which was cover- 
ed over with a canopy fastened down 
with hone skewers.

Necklaces found on the bodies -7ere 
stranded with the hnge teeth of 
grizzly bears and with buttons of 
silver and copper. On one skeleton 
was found bits of fabric which had 
been preserved by a charring process. 

While the mounds constructed by 
the primitive race are found all over 
the Mississippi valley they are most 
extensive throughout the southern,

Within .the last few days the ex- 
plorers of Pricer mound have uncov- 
ered four effigy pipes, relics of an 
almost forgotten age.

RESERVE REPORI 


Washington, September 11.—@)— 
Surface indications of definite im- 
provement in the nation’s business 
position were confirmed in observa- 
tions made publie tonight in a survey 
by the federal reserve board, which 
was described by economists as the 
most optimistic of the kind it has 
issued in several years. 

Government economists asserted 
there could no longer be any doubt as 
to the general improvement through- 
out the commercial world, and insisted 
that the progress thus made in the 
United States had been greater than 
in any other major country. 

The reserve board's review was con- 
fined to the United States, but it went 
at length into all phases of the im- 
provement, declaring: 

“The course of business in recent 
months has been characterized by a 
rise in prices, an upturn in industrial 
production after several months of 
decline, a continued growth in build- 
ing construction and an increase in 
the volume of commodity distribution. 

“This increase in business activity 
has reflected a sustained demand by 
domestic consumers, both rural and 
urban and by foreign purchasers of 
American products, particularly grains 
and cotton. With commodity distri- 
bution in relatively large volume, 
stocks of commodities have continued 
to be at a comparatively constant 
level. 

“Commercial demand for bank 
credit has recently increased, but the 
volume of loans for industrial and 
commercial purposes is still below that 
of the opening of the year. A large

WHAT CONSTITUTES PURE 
_ MILK. 


A young correspondent writes that 
her mother says milk fresh from the 
cow is healthful and best, but that 
she herself thinks milk from our mod- 
ern plants after it bas been pasteur- 
ized is most healthful and best. She 
asks whether milk should be parboil- 
ed or brought to a boiling point qfter 
it has been delivered to the consumer 
from a dairy which pasteurizes the 
milk, or should it be used just as it 
comes. There is still a great deal of 
misunderstanding about pasteurization 
and this young reader's query may be 
taken as an example of many similar 
ones, 

In the first place, the public has 
been given an exaggerated notion of 
the effect of pasteurization on the 
purity of milk. The impression which 
some dairy or milk distributing con- 
cerns strive to give the public about 
pasteurization reminds one of the way 
in which certain uoestrum makers ex- 
ploited the misleading phrase “guar- 
anteed under the pure food and drugs 


act” which the law compelled such 


‘manufacturers to print on the label 


irrespective of the harmless or harm- 
character of the nostrum. Mil-

dirty or dangerous milk safe to con- 
sume. Hut again | call your attention 
to the young lady's query—doesn't it 
connote unwarranted esteem for a 
mere method of disinfection ? 

On the wall of a very good restau- 


‘rant where cleanliness is unquestion- 


ably a policy, is a large placard call- 
ing attention to the fact that the 
restaurant people assure patrons of 
the purity of the milk served, as none 
but pasteurized milk is served there. 
Doesn't that connote a presumption 
that the publie misunderstands what 
pasteurization is? 

Literally thousands of young moth- 
ers have written to me for informa- 
tion as to the choice between pas- 
teurized milk and certified milk for 
feeding babies. Doesn't that connote 
a wrong conception of the meaning of 
pasteurization ? 

Who is responsible for this wide- 
spread misconception, if not the com- 
mercial dairy companies? 

Owing to the fact that it is, under 
present circumstances, very difficult 
to insure the delivery of pure, clean, 
fresh milk to consumers in cities, it 
is necessary and a wise precaution to 
all market milk be 


this disinfection of the milk is not 
carried out, disease is inevitably con- 
veyed in the milk to the consumer, 
particularly the infant or child. 

Pasteurization consists in heating 
the milk up te but not over 140 to 145 
degrees F. (60 degrees C.) and holding 
at that temperature from 20 to 30 
minutes, then cooling again. In the 
language of the kitchen it is “par- 
boiling.” This degree and duration of 
heat suffices to kill any germs of tu- 
berculosis, typhoid fever, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, dysentery, foot and 
mouth disease, or any streptococci or 
staphylococci (these are two strains 
or kinds of germs which produce in- 
flammation, pus formation and septic 
poisoning, as in septic sore throat). 
Many good physicians believe’ that 
this process does not alter the taste, 
odor or digestibility of the milk, does 
not interfere with its nutritive or food 
value in any way, and does not even 
impair the vitamin content of the 
milk. I am not a very good physician, 
in many respects. I believe the pro- 
cess of pasteurization as commercially 
earried on in most cities does impair 
the nutritive value of the milk, at 
least to the extent of diminishing the 
vitamin value. It is probable that the 
degree of heat specified is greatly ex- 
ceeded in the pasteurization plants in 
most cities, as well as the duration of 
the heating: good evidence of this 
abuse of pasteurization is the delay 
in the souring of the milk. Milk pas- 
teurized properly sours: about as 
quickly as ordinary fresh raw 
does. Much of the “pasteurized” milk 
delivered to eity consumers is in 
reality scalded milk, and excessive 
heating certainly does impair the nu- 
tritive value, the digestibility, the 
taste and the vitamin content of milk, 

Notwithstanding these objections, 
the risks involved in using market 
milk in cities are great enough to 
warrant the universal pasteurization 
of milk befgre it is delivered to the 
consumer. Of course a system of in- 
spection by the health authorities, or 
a certified milk (produced and deliv- 
ered under control of a medical com- 
mission) is the ideal, but pasteuriza- 
tion is a necessary evil where ideals 
cannot be achieved. .

Lakenurst, N. J., September 11.— 
(/)—Reiterating his previously ex- 
pressed conviction that the reduction 
of the safety valve system from eight- | 
, to eight valves was the primary 
cause of the disaster which overtook 
the Shenandoah. Captain Anton Hei- 
nen, German dirigible expert, in a 
telegram to Secretary Wilbur. made 
publie today, challenged the “possibili- 
ty of any truthfully convincing testi- 
mony that the gas bags were intact 
when the ship broke up.”’ 

The telegram was an answer to a 
statement issued by the seceretary of 
the navy in which he said it was mani- 
fest that the accident was in nowise 
due to the change in the escape valves: 
that the gas bags did not explode, and 
that the Shenandoah struck a small. 
unanticipated tornado or line squall 
which she could not avoid. 

“Never did I say, as it seems to ap- 
pear in your statement, that the gas 
bag did explode,” the captain tele- 
graphed. “A simple extended rip in 
one of more of the bags would release 
the dangerous over-pressure, but cer- 
tainly not before the structure was 
dangerously strained, tearing, for in- 
stance, the diagonal bracings from 
their frail fastenings that in Admiral 
Dyson's report were rightfully claimed 
to be essential for the structural in- 
tegrity of the ship. 

“Doubtless such a rip would develop | 
in the upper part of the bag where | 
the highest pressure would be, and. 
where no human eye could see it.’ | 

Taking exception to the secretary's 
explanation of the cause of the wreck, 
Captain Heinen said:

An alleged scheme to defraud an 
insurance company caused the arrest 
Friday night of a negro, John 
Evans, a barber, of West Mitchell 
street.

The world’s light-heavyweight championship crown, which has perched 
atop five heads in the last five years, withstood the challenge of youthful 
Jimmy Slattery, of Buffalo, N. Y., under the sturdy defense of Paul Berlen- 
bach, rugged titleholder of Astoria, N. Y., before a throng of 35,000 at 
the New York American League Baseball park tonight. 


Unable to achieve his hoped-for: 
comeback, the Buffalo boy went down 
in the eleventh round of a 15-round 
battle under the terrific punches of 
the champion after gamely fighting 
back under a gruelling, relentless at- 
tack. He was floored six times before 
Referee Patsy Haley stepped between 
the fighters and awarded Berlenbach a 
technical knockout. | 

Pressed into the match after illness 
had stricken two other challengers 
irom the lists—Jack Delaney of 
Bridgeport, Conn., and Mike McTigue, 
former titleholder, Slattery was un- 
able to muster the necessary strength 
to vault from the abyss of a stun- 
ning knockout he had suffered only a 
little more than two months ago at 
the hands of Dave Shade, a California 
welterweight. 

The result was forecast early in the 
battle. Slattery passed a vigorous 
first-round assault only to run into 
a heavy storm of punches in the sec- 
ond. The champion~pinned Slattery 
on the ropes with a volley of terrific 
left hooks to the jaw. The Buffalo 
boy, reeling but instinctively fighting 
back, refused to go down and the 
crowd arose as one in a tremendous

Challenger Blinded. 
In the third round Berlenbach

No Help Wanted.

The surprise over his spec- 
tacular reversal of form and habits 
was really nation-wide, for the Asso- 
ciated Press carried the story and he 
received scores of congratulatory tele- 
grams and letters from leading public 
men and journalists of the country. 

Rey. Sam Jones, then coming into 
the national limelight as an unusual 
evangelist, at once seized upon young 
Small for a co-worker. ‘The latter re- 
signed his secular positions and for a 
dozen years “the Two Sams” were re- 
ceived and become famous in eyan- 
gelistic campaigns from coast to 
coast, 

Dr. Small yields to the requests of 
his host of Atlanta friends to signalize 
the furtieth anniversary of his con- 
version by this coming week's services 
at St. Paul's church. The pastor, Dr. 
Wilkie Collins, cordially invites both 
pastors and people of the city to at- 
tend the services.

The present industrial and finan- 
cial strength of the United States is 
striking when compared with that of 
other countries. Today's foreign trade 
statement of England, for example, 
for August shows an excess of im- 
ports over exports of 30,000,000 
pounds, or $150,000,000, with the ex-

Of course, England has 
an invisible balance to partly offset 
this, made up of freight charges on 
ocean shipments, income from invest- 
ments in other parts of the world, etc. 
However, despite the invisible bal- 
ance, it is plain that England is con- 
suming more than she is producing 
and is living on accumulated fat. 

As for the situation in Germany, 
today’s cables report very serious in- 
dustrial failures with practically all 
of the banks of Germany sharing in 
the losses and with four bank fail- 
ures in one day. :

“PROWLER” OFFERS TO QUIT ATTACKS FOR MONEY 
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HITCH DUE TO LATTER’S OBJECTION TO COMPANIONS 


To Be Received by Pope Pius 


BY FRANCISCO REA. 

Rome, September 11.—American 
war veterans were involved in a dis- 
agreeible incident at the vatican F'ri- 
day, which ended with the Americarrs’ 
refusal to enter the papal throne room 
for an audience with his holiness, 
Pope Pius XI. . 

Fifty American veterans attending 
the Fidae conference, or internationsl 
congress of ex-combatants, now in 
session, had been granted an audience 
with the pope through the good offices 
of the vice rector of the America 
college in Rome. 

When the Americans arrived, ac- 
companied by about 50 Fidac repre- 
séntatives of other mationalities, who 
had been invited by the Americans 
under the erroneous impression that 
they were privileged to bring guests, 
the papal chamberlain took a look at 
the crowd of more than 100, saw sev- 
eral Czecho-Slovakians, and inquired 
if there were any present who were 
not Americans. He was told that the 
group  ineluded English, Greek, 


Czecho-Slovaks, French and other na-. 


tionalities, in addition to the Amer- 
icans. 

The pope, through the chamberlain, 
refused to receive the group in au- 
dience, principally because of the 
presence of the Czecho-Slovakians. 
He said the pope was willing to re- 
ceive the Americans, but not the 


* The Americans then refused to en- 
ter the throne room unless the Czecho- 
Slovakians were permitted to accom- 
pany them. The chamberlain’ insist- 


ed that the audience be limited to 
Americans, and the Americans again 
refused to ask any of the Fidae dele- 
gates to leave. The entire group then 
left, proceeding down the scala regia 
wearing full evening dress and deco- 
rations, the prescribed dress for such 
oceasions, even though they occur in 
the day time. 

Gloom pervaded the American Fidac 
delegates Friday night. The incident 
is regretted, and it is admitted that 
a mistake was made by the Americans 
in presuming to invite guests to an 
audience when the formal invitation 
explicitly stated that it was for 50 
Americans. 

It has been decided to repair the 
damage by asking for another au- 
dience. This is desired by the ma- 
jority of the delegates. 

Papal exception to the Czecho-Slo- 
vakians is due to strained relations ex- 
isting between the holy see and 
Prague. The Czecho-Slovakian gov- 
ernment recently participated in a 
memorial celebration in honor of John 
Huss, one of the leaders of the refor- 
mation, and the vatican was offended 
by this official action. Then, too, 
there is agitation in (zecho-Slovakia
